We all would be helpless, if 
this blessing of nature were 
suddenly taken from us, if we 
were all as mute as fishes are 
proverbially supposed to be, if 
all the things we say in our 
daily lives had to remain 
unsaid — if that moment no 
longer existed in our lives in 
which we say “I love you.” 


Unrealistic 


Admittedly, it would be 
foolish and umrealistic to 
claim” a priori ah agreement 
in. pelitical maxims simply 
because they were formulated 
in the same language, as 
though the difference between 
freedom and its opposite 
existed_.only in variations of 
pronunciation and grammar. 

But no one could seriously 
doubt that it is a good thing to 
be able to speak to one’s 
neighbor in his own language. 
Reduced to sign language, one 
may well be able to get off an 
unmistakeable “‘yes’’ or “no,” 
but between these two words 
lies’ the whole gamut of 
human life, including politics. 

The understanding of for- 
eign languages may not rep- 
resent a guarantee for a 
better world, but it goes. a 
long way towards avoiding 
misunderstandings and 
deepening friendships.

OTTAWA (CP) — Oppo- 


sition Leader—Diefenbaker” 


today withdrew from the 
Munsinger inquiry, charg- 

that it isan instrument 
of political assasvination. 

Mr. Diefenbaker announced 
his boycott just prior to the in- 
quiry’s mid - morning hearing,

Many 
points in it were contradicted 
by. the evidence. 

Mr. Diefenbaker was joined 
in his boycott by Davie Fulton, 
fornrer Conservative justice 
minister. 

The Opposition leader said he 
cannot -understand the conduct 
of- the inquiry commissioner, 
Mr, Justice Wishart Spence.
